SCHOOL FACILITIES NEEDED. 

The report of the anpprintendent of 
the pnHio achooli ahowt that Padnean 
la growing rapidly ao far aa herachoolt 
are ooncorned, and indicatea that aome 
ate|« mnat be taken at once to give 
the ]>eople of Mecbitnicaburg and 
Rowlaudtown better acbool facilitieb. 
How to do tbia la aoraetbing the an- 
thoritiea mnat tbemaelvea decide, bat 
the ]H‘ople of these respective locali- 
tiea are entitled to larger achoola, and 
abonld get them at once. The rejmrt 
nf the anperintendent abowa that 
pnpila will daring the coming year 
have to go from Mechanicabnrg to the 
achoola down town. Tbia will reanlt 
in their having to carry Inncb with 
* them or get their lueala down town, 
which will be inconvenient for many 
ani{ imiMeaibls for gome of them and 
may keep them from gchool. The re- 
anlt of aneh a lack of lacilitieg will 
probably not be near go good to thoge 
who do go aa if they conld have their 
mealb regularly and go to and from 
dinner aa pnpiU do who live near the 
achoola. It will be iinpngaiblo for the 
pnpila in remote gectiong who tbua 
have to attend gchool in the heart of 
the city to go to their meals in the 
time giicu for noon receii, and in ail- 
ditiou they will have to walk long 
diatauceb or he at an cxpeiigu for car 
faro. The thing ia aimply that better 
achool facilitiea most L>e provided for 
these Kictiona of the city. The prop- 
erty owners are railed on regularly 
for their <inota of ta.ves, and there is 
ao way to evade the imyment of these 
taxea. no matter bow few ailvaiuugea 
are given the people who )iay them. ; 
They are entitled to jnst aa good ' 
treatment aa jx'ople in other iiarts of 
the city and ahonld get it. it is poo- ' 
aible for them to get it if the projier 
Ottleiala duaired to give it, and there ia ' 
BO excuse for their not getting it if : 
they demand it. 

The aame thing trne of the pnblic 
school system is trne of fire facilities. 
Padnoah needs at least one additional 
fire station and conld elwily use two 
more. The peojile of the North Side 
saonld have better fire protection aa 
well as the the people of the rapidly 
growing West End. Often a confiagra- 
tioa nan gain such headway before the 
lira department can possibly make the 
rnn that great loss of property is en- 
Sailed. This u very nnneceeeary os 
long as there is a way to prevent it. 
With an eoonomiaal, common-sense 
ndminiatration of affairs all these evils 
might be corrected and the things 
needed aeenred. The people abonld 
demand that extravagance be abolished 
and that they be given more and larger 
Bcbcola and better lire protection.
